ALL NEW FISCAL COURT HOLDS ITS FIRST MEETING 
MAKES PERSONNEL CHANGES 


TWO SENTENCED IN 
OWSLEY CIRCUIT COURT 




Monday during Judge Michael Dean's first 
Circuit Court, two Owsley Countians were given sen¬ 
tences. 

Shayla Cupp Barger, 41, of Booneville, KY was 
arrested on Steptember 2,2011 for Complicity Manu¬ 
facturing Methamphetamine, 1st Offense, on January 
9,2012 it was amended to Unlawful Possession of Meth 
Precursor, 1 st Offense and she was put on a Diversion: 

5 years diverted for 5 years. Since that time, several 
new charges were brought up: one in Fayette County 
and another in Jackson County. Judge Dean sentenced 
Barger to 5 years in prison. 

Curtis Ray Roberts, 29, of Booneville, KY was 
arrested on February 7,2014 for Receiving Stolen Prop¬ 
erty U/$ 10,000 and Persistent Felony Offender - 1st 
Degree. On May 5,2014 Roberts was arrested for Theft 
by Unlawful Taking or Disp All Others $500 or more but 
U/$ 10,000; Criminal Mischief, 1st Degree; and Persistent 
Felony. He was already on parole for 4 years. Roberts 
was given 5 years for the first two counts and 8 years 
for the second 3 counts and to add the 4 years parole, 
he was given a total of 17 years in prison.

Meeting to the second 
Monday of the month at 
6:30 pm; personnel is¬ 
sues. JudgeTurner ask for 
a motion and second to 
go into executive session 
to discuss personnel is¬ 
sues. A motion was made 
by Little; seconded by 
Bishop, motion carried. 

The first discus¬ 
sion made after executive 
session was to approve 
the judges security bond. 
A motion was made 
by Little, seconded by 
Thomas, motion carried. 

Next item was 
hiring of a road fore¬ 


man. JudgeTurner 
recommended James P. 
McIntosh at a salary of 
$31,000 per year; A rec¬ 
ommendation to rehire at 
the county garage: Mike 
Dooley, Mike Lynch, Mike 
Price, Andrew Neace, 
Ricky McIntosh. At 
solid waste: Walter Dale 
Hudson, Stephen Frye, 
Jolly Cooper. He rec¬ 
ommended the county 
workers and solid waste 
workers be rehired at the 
same salary. A motion 
was made by Thomas, 
second by Bishop, motion 
carried. 

The next item 
that Judge Turner recom¬ 
mended that the current 
county treasurer be re¬ 
lieved and that he would 
notify her by letter and 
replace her with Mildred 
Hudson at a salary of 
$20,384. A motion was 
made by Little, seconded 
by Bishop, motion car¬ 
ried. 

The next item 
was the hiring of a 
secretary/finance officer. 
JudgeTurner recom¬ 
mended Cody Camp¬ 


bell Lewis at a salary of 
$20,384. A motion was 
made by Thomas, sec¬ 
onded by Bishop, motion 
carried. 

A recommenda¬ 
tion by JudgeTurner was 
that Lucy Burrows be 
rehired as the Solid Waste 
Coordinator at a salary of 
$15,100. A motion was 
made by Little, seconded 
by Bishop, motion car¬ 
ried. 

JudgeTurner 
recommended that Caro¬ 
lyn Sizemore be rehired 
as custodian at salary of 
$20,384. 

Thomas asked what 
she was custodian over. 
JudgeTurner stated the 
courthouse. Thomas 
asked if she did her job.

the courthouse needed something 
done. A motion was made by Little, 
seconded by Bishop, motion carried. 

Lowell Morris, cleaning 
cemeteries, a part time job, rehir¬ 
ing him to do this job. Zeke Little, 
Jr. asked if Lowell could be used to 
clean the park also or use the prison¬ 
ers to clean the park. Judge Turner 
stated that when he was in previous¬ 
ly they used them the park was the 
first thing cleaned in the mornings 
and on the weekend someone was 
hired to clean. A motion was made 
by Little, seconded by Thomas, mo¬ 
tion carried. Little asked if they had 
someone to clean the park. Judge 
Turner stated that this winter the 
county workers would take care of it 


because it would be minimal work. 
He then went on to the Director of 
Emergency Management, in which 
he stated he discussed with him and 
he recommends James Pendergrass 
at a salary of $10,000 and 911 Coor¬ 
dinator for $5000 both of those are 
part time jobs. You cannot legally 
have a part time job and a full time 
job in county government. A motion 
was made by Bishop, seconded by 
Thomas, motion carried. Thomas 
stated that if people didn’t do their 
jobs they needed to get rid of them. 
Judge Turner stated that the DES 
director was at his discretion and 
he had talked to Pendergrass about 
training. Turner also stated that 
this position also brought a lot of 


money into the county. Then Judge 
Turner started telling the magistrates 
if they were concerned about a law 
they could talk to Henley McIntosh 
because he knew about the county 
laws. 

A motion to adjourn by 
Little, seconded by Thomas to ad¬ 
journ at 9:16 pm. 

A couple of hours after the 
meeting Judge Turner was confront¬ 
ed in the courthouse by a citizen 
over one of the personnel changes. 
According to one of the family 
members, Judge Turner had not told 
this person that they would not be 
performing this part of their job any¬ 
more before the fiscal court meeting.

Correction to 
City of Booneville 
Ordinance 20141211 

Date License Expire: Proration: 

All licenses issued by the City shall be valid 
for a period of no more than one year. All licenses 
shall expire on April 30thth of each year. Applications 
for renewal are to be filed with the City at least fifteen 
(15) days prior to expiration. When any person 
applies for a new license, he/she shall be charged 
the full fee for the respective license if six (6) 
months or more remain before the license is due to 
be renewed and one-half (1/2) the fee if less than 
(6) months remain before the license is due to be 
renewed. In the event any licensees shall cease 
doing business for any reason, no refund of the City 
License Fee shall be granted. Any Licenses granted 
by the County of Owsley Prior to the passing of this 
ordinance will have the expiration date that is now 
set in place but at renewal they will renew their 
licenses with the City. Current licensee’s within the 
limits of the City of Booneville jurisdiction will 
submit copies of current licenses to be retained by 
the City ABC Administrator as discussed in a 
previous section of this ordinance.
